Jerome writes, “I’m 
really tired of 
fucking with 
ruarebyb eir’s 
Sometimes I tell 
guys. It hasn’t 
scared too many of 
them away. 
Sometimes it makes them want it 
more, rough, raw and hard. Itisn’t my 
problem, it’s theirs.” 


As the Coordinator of the Gay Men’s 
Outreach Crew, I am frequently 
confronted with this attitude time and 
time again. Some guysare still willing 
to be the “macho, tough guy” willing 
to let a guy fuck them without a 
condom andrisk any disease entering 
their body. Many tops (the 
guy who prefers to fuck the 
other guy) still believe they 
are immune to HIV and other 
STD's. 


How wrong they are. No 
physical body, nor height, 
weight, or other bodily 
endowments are immune to 
HIV. If you are a bottom and 
bareback consistently with 
multiple sex partners, chances 
are you will become infected. 
If you area top, youarestill at 
risk through scrapes/cuts on 
your dick exchanging with the 
fluid of the guy you fuck. Try 
fucking with a 
condom...ribbed and extra 
Jubricatedaddtothe wonderful 


sensation! And fucking withacondom 
greatly reduces the risk of disease for 
both partners. 


“If the guy I fuck wants me to 
use a condom, that’s his 
problem,” Gary writes. “I’d 
always used a condom before 
and I’m positive now. I have to 
spend my life taking pills that 
make mesick, not knowing how 
something like that happened.” 


As I wrote in my first column of 
Times. 10, “Never Assume,” I shared 
the story of my friend who became 
positive even though he had always 
engaged in safer sex. Gary’s story is 
amazingly similar. The only 100% 
safe sex is nosex, whichisn’t practical 
for anybody. But you can use 
condoms and communicate with your 
partner, lowering the risk for everyone 
involved. 


“T’m positive and I don’t wantto deal 
with the responsibility of talking to 
people, educating them every time 
when we’re having sex,” Yan says. 
“Sometimes I userubbers. Sometimes 
I don’t. So I try to stick with other 


men who are positive. It is just less 
stress.” 


Yan clearly describes the difficulty being 
honest and open about HIV and safer 
sex asa positive man. Yanalso described 
that he is often assumed to be negative, 
because he’s healthy and fit. To assume, 
“Man, he looks great, he must be 
negative, no need to use a condom,” 
then we are entering dangerous territory. 
We need to remember that we truly 
don’t know one another’s status of 
STD’s or HIV, but wecan be reasonably 
certain with physical checkups and 
annual HIV screening exams. We can 
also still have mind-blowing sex with 
men whoare HIV positive. Although we 
may besometime away from discovering 
acure, perhaps one solution lies within 
ourselves: asking questions, 
communicate with our partners, and 
most importantly, changing our 
behaviours.

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How Thabo 
Mbeki Could 
Still Win the 
AIDS Debate

Legend has it that South African President 
Thabo Mbeki discovered AIDS dissent on 
the Internet. It’s ashame that he didn’t look 
further and find outmore about AIDS dissent 
than he currently seems to know. He is 
overlooking an alternative view of the 
epidemic that is more grounded in reality 
than the one that has made him so 
controversial. Ironically, this other view also 
holds that HIV is not the cause of AIDS, but 
argues that there is a real AIDS epidemic 
and areal AIDS virus. 


President Mbeki has adopted the position on 


AIDS, which is supported by some major 
scientific minds and at least one Nobel Prize 
winner. That position basically holds that the 
epidemiology of AIDS, as wellas the laws of 
scientific proof, does not support the notion 
that HIV is the cause of AIDS. While I 
believe these HIV dissenters are on the 
money on that score, there is more to the 
AIDS story than that. And there is another 
way of looking at AIDS that doesn’tresult in 
their absurd position of saying that there is no 
real cohesive, contagious international 
epidemic of immune dysfunction that is 
shortening the lives of millions. It is the 
absurdity of that position that has made the 
AIDS dissent establishment (yes, they too 
have an “establishment’”) so ineffective in 
challenging the prevailing AIDS paradigm. 


IfPresident Mbeki wants a crack at winning 
the AIDS debate, he needs to focus on two 
things: the definition of AIDS and HHV-6, 
the other virus which has been linked to the 
international epidemic. 


A disastrously incorrect definition of AIDS, 
crafted by America’s Centres for Disease 
Control, has sent the world’s scientific 


community on a hunt for an agent that will 
correlate with a far too narrowly defined 
group of sick people. HIV is a mistake 
because the CDC definition of AIDS is a 
mistake. At the same time that America’s 
gay community was being hit by“AIDS,” a 
growing number of American heterosexuals 
(who didn’t use recreational drugs or have 
any lifestyle risk factors) were coming into 
their doctors offices with serious immune 
dysfunction. Because their immune 
dysfunction was notas dramatic as that seen 
in the first gay AIDS cases, their epidemic 
was basically swept under the rug. Sometimes 
several members in a family had the same 
symptoms of immune dysfunction. They 
were told they had “Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome” and the American scientific 
community added insult to injury by telling 
them that they had a psychoneurotic disorder 
rather than that they were the heterosexual 
face of AIDS. Because the American AIDS 
and CFS establishment doesn’t want the 
publicto know that thisis really one epidemic, 
the only statistics we have for the prevalence 
ofthe CFS/AIDS epidemic are informal, but 
it seems to affect millions, and the real 
number of cases actually may be more in line 
with the percentage of people in South Africa 


who supposedly have “AIDS.” 


My first bit of strategic advice to President 
Mbeki is to raise the question of whether 
America’s AIDS establishment is refusing 
to admit that our massive CFS epidemic is 
part of AIDS. If Thabo Mbeki oranyone else 
starts reading everything about CFS, I think 
they will at least come to the conclusion that 


the notion that CFS and AIDS are the part of 


the same epidemic is at least a reasonable 
hypothesis and should be part of a vigorous 
debate about the real nature of AIDS. Once 
itis established that they are part of the same 
epidemic, the HIV theory may die a quick 
death because all AIDS and CFS cases do 
not seem to test positive for 

HIV. It will probably turn out that the 
dissenters who inspired President Mbeki 
were at least half right. 


The second strategic move is to raise the 
question of whether HHV-6A is the real 
AIDS virus. Even alittle Internet surfing will 
show that HHV-6A deserves to be at the 
centre of the AIDS debate. Extensive 
research shows that HHV-6A dramatically 
destroys the immune system in a way that 
HIV does not. But because it isalso destroying 


the immune systems of people with CFS and 
some other immune disorders, its role has been 
obscured by the racial and sexual politics of 
epidemiology. 


Haven’tthe doomsday scenarios of the massive 
heterosexual epidemic in Africa made anyone 
wonder why there isno massive AIDS epidemic 
among non-drug using heterosexuals in 
America? Unfortunately, there is one. It’s just 
that the American medical establishment covers 
itup by calling it Chronic Fatigue Syndrome. It’s 
smarmy and ridiculous for America to be 
sanctimoniously pointing the prurient, racist finger 
at Africa and lecturing the continent about 
testing, prevention and treatment, when we 
have yet to tell our own people the truth about 
the extent of the American heterosexual AIDS 
epidemic. Most Americans have yet to be told 
about the devastating roleofHHV-6A in AIDS 
and CFS. 


Thabo Mbeki shouldn’t be afraid to talk about 
HHV-6A because the research already done 
will back him up. Knowledge is power. The 
more people know about HHV-6A, the more 
they will be able to challenge the HIV 
propaganda.

Let me close with a practical suggestion for 
President Mbeki. As soonas possible, hold an 
emergency international conference in South 
Africa called “AIDS, Chronic Fatigue 
Syndromeand HHV-6.” Invite the handful of 
leading HHV-6A researchers, which includes 
the so-called discoverer of HIV and HHV-6, 
Robert Gallo. Also invite the leading CFS 
researchers from America and around the 
world. Many ofthe American CFS researchers 
have directly or indirectly linked AIDS and 
CFS. Some have been marginalized or 
defunded. Some live in fear of speaking their 
minds. Perhapsat this conference they will be 
able to tell the whole world the truth about 
AIDS, CFS and HHV-6A. 


Above all, | hope Thabo Mbeki will remain 
courageous. The peopie who have tried to 
silence his questions about AIDS are actually 


just bullies. Surely the AIDS bullies will turn 


out to be no more formidable than the ones 
President Mbeki helped defeat during 
Apartheid.

lifetime. However, 
she does not like to 
dwell onher illness, 
or use it as an 
excuse. Her 
parents are so 
proud of her for 
that. In December, 
Emily completed 
the rigorous 
Transplant Assessment at the 
Toronto Sick Kids Hospital, and her 
name is now on the listed on the 
organ recipient list. The Morgan 
Family anxiously awaits a call that 
will change their lives forever. 


Well after anxiously waiting on Feb 
15th the Morgan Family received 
the call from the transplant team in 
Toronto. They had received lungs 
for Emily, The lungs where 
transplanted successfully on Feb 
16th after a7 hour operation. Emily 
is recovering at the Toronto Sick 
Childrens Hospital, Emily and her 
Family will be residing in Toronto 
during her 3 month recovery.

Anorganisation that actively 
discriminates against 
lesbians and gay men says 
that it has the support of 
Prime Minister Tony Blair. 
Futureway, the organisers of 
National Marriage Week, 
which runs from 10-17 
February, say that they have 
received letters of support 
from Blair. 


Futureway is a faith-based 
group that is backed by a 
number of religious 
representatives, including 
Chief Rabbi Jonathan Sacks 


and Cardinal Cormac 
Murphy O’Connor, 
alongside secular 


organisations, including 
Relate and the National 
Family and Parenting 
Institute. — 


National Marriage Week 
states: “Marriage is a 
lifelong, heterosexual, 
monogamous commitment”. 
A spokeswoman for 
Futureway told 
RainbowNetwork that their 
organisation would never 
support homosexual 
relationships, same-sex 
marriage or partnership 
rights for unmarried people. 
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She said: “The foundation of 
society was built on 
heterosexual relationships. 
That is still the law at the 
moment, and we support the 
legal form of marriage.” She 
added: “If we could help 
people build fulfilling 
heterosexual relationships 
then hopefully we could 
rediscover the foundations of 
society in the traditional way 
of family life.” 


The spokeswoman, who 
declined to give her full name, 
said that gay partnerships 
were inferior to heterosexual 
marriage. She said that even 
granted partnership rights, 
which the government is 
currently investigating, 
“There is no proof that 
homosexuals would stay 
together, or that these 
relationships could make up 
a cornerstone of society and 
be a good place in which to 
bring up children, whereas 
heterosexual marriage has 
been proved to work over the 
years.” 


National Marriage Week 
promotional material says 
that it is “a modern, friendly 
and encouraging initiative”. 
The spokeswoman denied 
that the organisation was 
excluding lesbians and gay 
men. She said: “Actually, the 
lesbian and gay movement 
have excluded married 
people. As a married person 
myself, I’ve been married 21 
years, I’ve felt very excluded. 
Things have actually got 
worse for us because of the 
way organisations such as 
single sex ones are trying to 
push their rights.” The 
spokeswoman said that Prime 
Minister Tony Blair has 
“shown support” for National 
Marriage Week through 
letters and other 
communications, but would 


not give details because she 
“didn’t have the paperwork 
to hand”. Ben Wilson, a 
Downing Street 
representative, said that Blair 
had been asked to participate 
in the launch of National 
Marriage Week but had 
declined because of diary 
commitments. 

Wilson said that although the 
government was considering 
drafting legislation granting 
rights for unmarried couples, 
including lesbians and gay 
men, “the government 
supports the institution of 
marriage, so in the past they 
have wished National 
Marriage Week success.” He 
said: “The views of the 
organisers are a matter for 
them alone.” 


Sally Noel, a representative 
for Relate, defended the 
group’s backing of National 
Marriage Week. She said: 
“We were invited guests at

the event, we did not organise 
it.” She continued: “Relate 
believes that marriage is not 
the only healthy and secure 
form of relationship, just the 
most obvious.” Keith 
Porteous Wood, executive 
director of the National 
Secular Society, said: “We 
hope that by associating 
himself with this 
organisation, Blairisn’t giving 
the message that there is no 
place for gays and lesbians in 
the realm of long term 
partnerships.” 


He concluded: “Giving 
recognition to gay 
relationships poses absolutely 
no threat to heterosexual 
marriage, but would put right 
a longstanding injustice.”

The hope is to shed some 
light on the myriad of 
contributing — factors 
impacting the continued 
increase in HIV/STD 
transmission in these 
populations. These articles 
will focus on_ the 
Determinants of Health 
that are also identified as 
the Determinants of HIV/ 
AIDS. 


AIDS Service Organizations 
(ASOs), such as HIV 
Edmonton, are becoming 
increasingly aware of the 
affects of the broader health 
and wellness issues facing 
at populations on their 


vulnerability to disease. 
ASOs operate within 
Population Health 
principles, which means 
that the broader health and 
wellness issues’ or 
Determinants of Health 
within specific populations 
inform the focus of the work 
of ASOs within those 
populations. 


The Determinants of HIV 
are broad issues and there 
is much to say about each 
of them. While Health 
Canada has identified 
twelve Determinants of 
Health, the National 
Reference Group who 
wrote Framing Gay Men’s 
Health in a Population 
Health Discourse, have 
added another. We will 
examine only those 
determinants that have a 
direct “link” to the 
Determinants of HIV. In 
this article we will examine 
Income & Social Status 
and Conditions That 
Affirm Coming Out. 


Income and 
Social Status 


While gay/bisexual men are 
thought to enjoy a better 
than average income when 
compared to _ their 
counterparts inthe straight 
community or even the 
MSM who bridge the 
orientation space between, 
itiscommonly felt that the 
vulnerable community 
within is underemployed 
and has nottaken advantage 
of post-secondary 
education opportunities. 


What are the reasons for 


this? One could be 
classified under the 
thirteenth determinant as 
recommended in 
“Framing Gay Men’s 
Health in a Population 
Health Discourse, namely, 
“conditions that affirm 
comingout”. Gay/bisexual 
men are constantly faced 
with the trauma of either 
keeping their lives secret 
or withstanding a barrage 
of bigotry if they don’t. 
Many face family break- 
ups and harassment while 
tryingto finish school. This 
is particularly true in 
secondary school where 
many withdraw from 
formal education at grades 
10 to 12. In the work 
environment it is 
particularly difficultto hide 
if you tend to be more 
effeminate or tend toward 
gregariousness. Many 
choose to settle for work in 
the “service industry”, for 
example, where their 
physical and emotional 
characteristics are more 
widely accepted. Many 
gay/bisexual men tend to 
be overlooked for 
promotion or raises when 
they clearly qualify or have 
“paid their dues”. 


There isa larger percentage 
of gay/bisexual youth who 
are homeless, mostly due 
to difficulties arising from 
theirdisclosing to family or 
because they don’t want to 
risk the confrontation and 
just leave home without 
supports or means of 
sustaining themselves. This 
homelessness leads to 
choices that often put them 
atrisk of HIV transmission. 
A homeless youth is more 


apt torely onthe “kindness” 
of “predatory” individuals 
who will exchange food or 
temporary shelter and 
money for sex. The 
economic urgency in their 
lives will often propel the 
youth toward engaging in 
sexual activity that is not 
safe and because of the 
Situation they find 
themselves in, non 
negotiable. 


The circumstances for 
MSM _ are’ somewhat 
different. The term MSM is 
generally applied to men 
who are married/bi/ 
*straight” and do or do not 
identify their sexual activity 
with men as gay activity. 
They do not identify with 
the gay community nor do 
they open their lives or 
activities up to question 
about sexual orientation. 
Usually their sexual activity 
is the only connection they 
have with gay/bisexual 
identifyingmen. This group 
of men have not let sexual 
orientation be a dominant 
guiding force in the way they 
structure their social or 
economic lives. Most are 
comfortably married or can 
comfortably cope with being 
married and have created 
careers around and out of 
the “straight” lives they lead. 
There are different levels 
and degrees to comfort and 
the fears or ignorance that 
influence those levels. 


Conditions 
that affirm 
coming out 


The brakes go on in the 


development of gay/ 
bisexual youth (and lesbian 
and transgender youth) 
when it comes to 
establishment of healthy 
peer relationships, 
socialization, education, 
economic independence, 
and even romance. Gay/ 
bisexual youth don’t have 
the freedom either within 
themselves or actual 
freedom within their peer 
groups to explore their 
sexuality and subsequently, 
themselves. Much of the 
time is spent hiding and 
running or lying and 
scheming to lie. “Natural” 
adolescent development is 
Stiised.. the fear of 
discovery creates barriers 
to the full exploration of 


sexuality, sexual activity, 
peer interactivity (both 
sexual and social), and the 
process of emotional 
attachment and 
commitment. 


Youth in urban settings have 
more opportunities to 
discover themselves and to 
explore their sexuality. 
Rural youth do not. Often 
there is no choice around 
coming out. Rural youth 
experience a higher level of 
intolerance and plain old 
ignorance. Their rural 
communities have had little 
or no known contact with 
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gay/bisexual men and when 
they have there is the 
accompanying ignorance and 
bigotry that permeates any 
level of what might be seen as 
acceptance. Rural youth are 
more likely to escape their 
environments in favour of 
urban life and often without 
the information or capacities 
to survive in urban settings 
no matter their sexuality. 


This is not a cut and dry issue. 
There are several 
implications that affect youth 
throughout their coming out 
process. One such 
implication is around dating. 
Our gay/bisexual youth don’t

know how to ask for a date, 
how to flirt or make attraction 
known, how to date, how to 
conduct oneself on a date, 
the role of abstinence and the 
role of sex and when either is 
appropriate. Gay/bisexual 
youth have no reference 
points within their peer 
groups to compare their lives 
to. The emotional and 
physical expectations that 
inform the general youth 
population do not always, in 
fact seldom apply to our gay/ 
bisexual youth. The 
expectations informing 
openly gay/bisexual youth is 
usually that it is not 
acceptable to “flaunt” their 
peculiarities.

Videos 

Our Men and Women in the 
Military

there wouldn’t be enough 
people left to defend Rhode 
Island!” — Christopher

“America Declares War on 
Terrorism” has rapidly gone 
from a headline to a slogan to 
a merchandising opportunity 


for many businesses— 
including video stores. 
Those dusty, bottom-shelf 
military-themed videos are 
now front and center. 


Every few years the military 
shifts its focus to a new 
target, but since the 
beginning of time—or so it 
seems—one enemy has 
remained in their sights— 
gay men and lesbians. But, 
like war itself, gay men and 
lesbians have been a part of 
the military for as long as 
there have been militaries. 
How do we know? It’s all 
been caught on film, of 
course. 


From lesbian Nazis, to 
transgender Samurai, 
bisexual Roman soldiers and 
gay African warriors, “don’t- 
ask, don’t-tell” videos have 
hada long and proud history. 
Then there are the inspiring 


real-life stories, such as 
Coming Out Under Fire 
(1994), an award-winning 
documentary based on Allen 
Bérubé’s book “Coming Out 
Under Fire: The History of 
Gay Men and Women in 
World War II.” The film 
revolves around nine gay men 


and lesbian officers who share 
their experiences, both 
positive and negative, while 
serving a government that 
viewed them as undesirable 
pariahs. 


But in the end, it usually all 
comes down to one category, 
“Soldiers In Love,” or at least 
in lust. 


Director Max Farberbock’s 
lavish production of Aimée 
and Jaguar (Germany/2000) 
falls into the “Lesbian Nazi” 
category and is set in war-torn 
Berlin in 1943. Maria 
Schrader plays 
Felice; =a . itees 
spirited, Jewish 
lesbian, working 
undercover fora Nazi 
newspaper. Juliane 
Kohler plays her 
German lover Lilly 
Wust. Ignoring the 
fact that Berlin is 
being bombed daily, 
these Blitzkrieg lovers act as 
if it were Springtime in Paris. 
While Felice’s group of 
lesbian girlfriends is 
smuggled out of the country, 
Felice decides to take her 


chances and stay with the 
woman she loves, even if it 
means she will die. 


Military academy cadets were 
the focus of the 1986 drama 
Dress Gray, starring Alex 
Baldwin. Ona combat mission 
for laughs is Up the Academy 
(1980). Tom Poston plays 
Master Sergeant Skip Sisson, 
a flamboyant, gay caricature 
who teaches ballroom dancing 
to a group of young male 
military cadets in this mindless 
teenage comedy. That’s when 
he’s not measuring their 
inseams or trying to get them 
out of their shorts. For balance, 
the women of the nearby 
Mildred S. Butch Academy are 
all lesbians. 


While boot camp has often 
provided laughs at the movies, 
Neil Simon made a dramatic 
direct hit with his Biloxi Blues 
(1988). The Russian video /00 


Days before the Command 
(1999) likewise goes for the 
heart. In this story about a 
group of young Russian 
soldiers, mostly in their late 
teens, trying to survive the 
difficulties of boot camp, 
Oleg Vasilokov and 
Alexander Chislov are 
singled out as gay and then 
ostracized. There’s almost no 
dialogue and little story, but 
this video, full of handsome 
young soldiers, hits its target 
nonetheless. 


Ifnaked Roman soldiers spin 
your compass, there are 
plenty of videos to choose 
from. One of the earliest, 
and more innocent, is Stanley 
Kubrick’s Spartacus (1960). 
Laurence Olivier plays 
Crasius, the bisexual 
emperor, in this historical 
epic. Tony Curtis plays his 
poor, young slave, who runs 
away to join up with 


Spartacus (Kirk Douglas) 
after Olivier puts the make on 
him. The late Derek Jarman’s 
Sebastiane (Italy/1976) 
featured even hunkier Roman 
soldiers and provided a 
satisfying full-frontal assault. 


And, while Uncle Sam may 
not want us in the bunks and 
the showers, when it comes 
to the movies, we’re likely to 
have the last laugh, as did Bill 
Murray and Harold Ramis in 
the 1981 comedy Stripes. 
When an Army recruiter asks 
“Are. -eithertie ote you 
homosexual?” Murray asks, 
“You mean flaming?” “Naw, 
we re not homosexual, but we 
are willing to learn,” adds 
Ramis in earnest. 


Now that’s patriotic!

My brother and I (my only 
sibling) and I have always been 
close emotionally. We even 
like each other: if we met at a 
party, we would want to spend 
time together. Like most folks 
who care deeply for one 
another, we have struggled with 
this and that over the years, but 
never to the point of a crevasse 
that we didn’t eventually 
become able to cross together 
somehow. In a_ recent 
conversation with him, the 
topic of siblings that do not get 
along came up. 


Over the years I have spoken 
with many people who do not 
get along with their siblings, 
and sometimes for very good 
reasons. Once when I was 
facilitating a therapy group for 
women who were sexually 
abused, it turned out that all 
ten women had been assaulted 
by their brothers ( and I don’t 
mean sibling sexual 
exploration). 


A recent article — in, I think, 
Canadian Living - discussed 
some of the issues around 
siblings and their 
relationships. There were the 
usual ones connected to being 
the first born (and so very 
responsible), the middle child 
(and not noticed much), or the 
last born (the spoiled one), or 
about being the golden child 
or the bad child (whenever 
there is one in a family, the 
other is also there). But what 
really got me to thinking was 
the notion that the strongest 
bond between siblings is that 
of shared experiences and 


memories, the sort of 
knowings and awarenesses 
that create and maintain the 
uniqueness of any 
relationship. And as also the 
case with any relationship, but 
is perhaps particularly 
important to those between 
siblings, there is the notion 
that even if the individuals 
involved in the relationship 
are very different 
personalities, the shared story 
will always be there. The 
difference, though, between 
siblings and other 
relationships is that it’s likely 
no one will be able to 
appreciate your unique 
experience of growing up as 
well as your siblings — which, 
no matter how you 
experience your relationship 
with your siblings, is 
something you can never have 
with anyone else. 


Perhaps that is what draws us 
to family reunions, that 
notion of being able to be 
with those who are likely to 
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have shared memories of our 
lives. But why is it that 
despite these shared 
memories, that emotionally 
fertile commonality of 
experiences, siblings all too 
often retreat into feuds? 
Why do they find it 
necessary to get into 
drawing battle lines, trying 
to force loyalties to their 
version of “the truth”? Why 
does it sometimes to the 
point of avoiding the other 
person altogether.? In 
longstanding sibling feuds, 
It sometimes seems that 
siblings carry on their feuds 
more because that’s the way 
it’s always been than for any 
real immediately accessible 
tension, and often do so 
without regard for the 
distress of other family 
members -—-—_ spouses, 
parents, children, other 
relatives. How often have 
parents, for example, been 
terribly hurt by kids’ fights, 
experienced feelings of 
inadequacy or helplessness, 
or become caught in cycles 
of self blame? 


The bottom line, it seems, is 
that ultimately, feuds 
continue out of a sense of 
being hurt, frightened, 
uncertain, and perhaps 
stubbornly insisting on being 
“right”... ofbeing unwilling, 
unable, or unprepared, to 
move from a deeply 
entrenched position. We 
shift when either its too 
painful to stay where we are 
and we just go ahead and 
move to get out of the pain, 
or when we have some real 
sense of a more positive 
option. Some use the word 
‘stuck” to cover over the 
emotional pain, but that word 
always makes me think of 
the phrase” Insanity is always 
doing the same thing and 
expecting a _ different 
outcome “. Seems clearer 


to me than the word ‘stuck’. 


With siblings, as our 
perspectives change as we 
age, we see our experiences 
very differently. A row of 
over one specific thing or 
another may well tap into a 
reservoir of older, not sorted 
out differences, hurts and 
misunderstandings, and 
suddenly the feud is on. It is 
likely not about the incident 
that started it, but about the 
‘why’s” of the feeling 
attached to the incident. 


Sometimes we experience 
tension with our siblings - 
perhaps even reject them - 
out of envy, out of jealousy 
over some part of the other 
one’s life that we secretly 
would like for ourselves. 
Other times there can be a 
kind of misguided self 
righteousness: our way of life 
is the right way and our 
siblings just don’t get it, they 
don’t want to get it, and we’re 
unable to connect with them 
without us both experiencing 
a level of disapproval. Or 
perhaps it is not about an old 
issue so much as a current 
sense of betrayal ( one 
sibling’s partner has an affair 
with the other sibling’s 
partner, for example, or a 
money deal goes bad between 
them). 


Whatever the source of the 
tension, it seems to me that it 
often helps when the feuders 
or stalematers become able 
to focus on the feelings that 
each one has, and on the true 
source of those feelings, 
rather than focusing on 
carrying on the feud and 
spending so much energy 
(their own, and that of other 
people) keeping distance. 
After all, the absence is a 
presence. And all the 
presence of absence does is 
remind others of the dispute. 


I wonder sometimes if all of 
the feuds and tensions are the 
fallout of the breakdown of 
those idealistic notions that 
blood is thicker than water ... 
that sharing experiences, 
genes and the same memories 
together is actually an 
important thing and worth 
protecting ... that the blood 
family is and should be the 
first and truest source of 
unconditional love and 
support. We all know that’s 
not always possible: some find 
that it is just not possible or 
despite repeated efforts, the 
pain, hurt and confusion are 
still in charge. And yet if we 
choose to sort out our own 
hurt, fear, uncertainty and 
perhaps swallow a little of our 
own sense of entitlement to 
being “ right”, perhaps the 
stalemate can move into 
dialogue, into understanding 
what is really going on. After 
all, no one knows you like a 
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sibling, no one else has the 
same genes, same family 
habits and understandings, 
and will remain your sibling 
long after you are both dead. 
Others left behind will have 
the memories of you as 
sisters or brothers; what 
legacy of your siblinghood 
do you want to leave behind 
for the others in in your 
family tree ? 
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Report From 
The Alberta 
Legislature

This week, Albertans got more 
of the same from their 
government regarding the 
province-wide teachers’ 
strike. Nothing. The only 
thing the government has done 
is repeat the same message 
over and over again: there is 
no more money. However, 
this is not the case. 


According to the 2™ Quarter 
Fiscal Update released in 
November 2001, the 
government has 
approximately $2.2 billion in 
the bank. This money has been 


set aside for future debt 
repayment. Because the 
government can only pay off 
the debt as it matures, not all 
of the money the 
government has set aside can 
be paid towards the debt right 
away. Some of it must wait. 
This $2.2 billion is money 
sitting in a bank account 
waiting to pay off the debt as 
it matures. 


Next year, the government 
is only planning to use about 
$1.6 billion of the nearly 
$2.2 billion allocated for 
debt repayment. This means 
approximately half a billion 
dollars, will still be sitting 
in a bank account at the end 
of the 2002/03 fiscal year. 


We are not implying that 
paying off the debt shouldn’t 
be a priority for Albertans 
and for the Alberta 
government. However, ifthe 


government uses all of the $2.2 
billion for debt repayment we 
will be nine years ahead of 
schedule on paying offour debt. 


It has been suggested that 
only $90 million would be 
needed to _ settle the 
teachers’ strike. That’s a 
very small fraction of the 
total amount of money set 
aside. In fact, it’s only about 
four per cent of the $2.2 
billion. Even after the 
government pays $1.6 
billion towards the debt 
next year we will still have 
$500 million left over. 
That’s enough money to 
settle the teachers’ strike 
five times over. 


We have outlined how the 
current crisis can be ended. 
What is still necessary is a 
discussion of how the 
additional dollars in the 
Learning budget can be 
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sustained for the long term. 


It’s a question of priorities. 
We are ahead of schedule on 
debt repayment. We have a 
large amount of money 
sitting in government assets 
that is earmarked for debt. 
All of this money cannot be 
used to pay off the debt this 
year or evennext. Andonlya 
very small fraction would be 
needed to settle the teachers’ 
strike and bring students back 
into the classroom. 


It’s not about meeting 
teachers’ demands. It’s about 
how much we value public 
education. Ifthis government 
valued public education it 
would take a small fraction 
of the $2.2 billion and end 
the teachers’ strike now 
rather than jeopardize the 
school year or order teachers 
back to work. 
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Pentagon 
Propaganda 


Plan Is 
Undemocratic, 
Possibly 
Illegal 


The New York Times reported 
today that the Pentagon’s 
Office of Strategic Influence 
is “developing plans to provide 
news items, possibly even false 
ones, to foreign media 
organizations” in an effort “to 
influence public sentiment and 
policy makers in both friendly 
and unfriendly countries.” 


The OSI was created shortly 
after September 1 1 to publicize 
the U.S. government’s 
perspective in Islamic 
countries and to generate 
support for the U.S.’s “war on 
terror.” This latest 
announcement raises grave 
concerns that far from being 
an honest effort to explain U.S. 
policy, the OSI may be a 
profoundly undemocratic 
program devoted to spreading 
disinformation and misleading 
the public, both at home and 
abroad. At the same time, 
involving reporters in 
disinformation campaigns puts 
the lives of working journalists 
at risk. 


Despite the OSI’s multi- 
million-dollar budget and its 
mandate to propagandize 
throughout the Middle East, 
Asia and Western Europe, 
“even many senior Pentagon 
officials and Congressional 
military aides say they know 
almost nothing about its 
purpose and plans,” according 
tg the Times. The Times 


reported that the OSI’s latest 
announcement has generated 
opposition within the 
Pentagon among those who 
fear that it will undermine 
the Defense Department’s 
credibility. 


Tarnished credibility may be 
the least of the problems 
created by the OSI’snew plan 
to manipulate media— the 
plan may compromise the 
free flow of information that 
democracy relies on. The 
government is barred by law 
from propagandizing within 
the U.S., but the OSI’s new 
plan will likely lead to 
disinformation planted in a 
foreign news report being 
picked up by U.S. news 
outlets. The war in 
Afghanistan has shown that 
the 24-hour news cycle, 
combined with cuts in the 
foreign news budgets across 
the U.S., make overseas 
outlets like Al-Jazeera and 
Reuters key resources for 
U.S. reporters. - 


According to the New York 
Times, “one of the military 
units assigned to carry out 
the policies of the Office of 
Strategic Influence” is the 
U.S. Army’s Psychological 
Operations Command 
(PSYOPS). The Times 
doesn’t mention, however, 
that PSYOPS has been 
accused of operating 
domestically as recently as 
the Kosovo war. 


In February 2000, reports in 
Dutch and French 
newspapers revealed that 
several officers from the 4th 
PSYOPS Group had worked 
in the news division at CNN’s 
Atlanta headquarters as part 
of an “internship” program 
starting in the final days of 
the Kosovo War. Coverage 
of this disturbing story was 
scarce (see http:// 


www.fair.org/activism/cnn- 
psyops.html), but after FAIR 
issued an Action Alert on the 
story, CNN stated that it had 
already terminated the 
program and acknowledged 
that it was “inappropriate.” 


Even if the PSYOPS officers 
working in the newsroom did 
not directly influence news 
reporting, the question 
remains of whether CNN may 
have allowed the military to 
conduct an intelligence- 
gathering mission against the 
network itself. The idea isn’t 
far-fetched— according to 
Intelligence Newsletter (2/ 
17/00), a rear admiral from 
the Special Operations 
Command told a PSYOPS 
conference that the military 
needed to find ways to “gain 
control” over commercial 
news satellites to help bring 
down an “informational cone 
of silence” over regions 
where special operations 
were taking place. One of 
CNN’s PSYOPS “interns” 
worked in the network’s 
satellite division. (During the 
Afghanistan war the Pentagon 
found a very direct way to 
“gain control”—it simply 
bought up all commercial 
satellite images of 
Afghanistan, in order to 
prevent media from accessing 
them.) 


The OPD may be gone, but 
the Bush administration’s 
recent recess appointment of 
former OPD head Otto Reich 
as assistant secretary of state 
for Western Hemisphere 
affairs is not reassuring. It 
suggests, at best, a troubling 
indifference to Reich’s role 
in orchestrating the OPD’s 
deception of the American 
people. 


Indeed, as the Federation of 
American Scientists points 
out, “the Bush 


Administration’s insistent 
efforts to expand the scope 
of official secrecy have now 
been widely noted as a 
defining characteristic of the 
Bush presidency” (Secrecy 


News, 2/18/02). The 
administration’s refusal to 
disclose Enron-related 
information to the General 
Accounting Office is perhaps 
the most publicized of these 
efforts; another is Attorney 
General John Ashcroft’s 
October 12 memo urging 
federal agencies to resist 
Freedom Of Information Act 


requests. 


In addition, the Pentagon’s 
restrictive press policies 
throughout the war in 
Afghanistan have been an 
ongoing problem. Most 
recently, Washington Post 
reporter Doug Struck claims 
that U.S. soldiers threatened 
to shoot him if he proceeded 
with an attempt to investigate 
a site where civilians had been 
killed; Struck has stated that 
for him, the central question 
raised by the incident is 
whether the Pentagon is trying 
to “cover up” its actions and 
why it won’t “allow access by 
reporters to determine what 
they’re doing here in 
Afghanistan” (CBS, “The 
Early Show,” 2/13/02). 


Taken together, these 
incidents and policies should 
raise alarm bells for media 
throughout the country. 
Democracy doesn’t work if 
the public does not have 
access to full and accurate 
information about its 
government.

My skating experiences 
started toward the end of my 
teens.

our realm of possibilities. 
The inevitable occurred and 
a very annoyed cavalier 
proceeded to forcefully extol 
our ineptitude. Being the 
knight I am, I quickly donned 
my shining armour and 
threw back a resounding 
challenge but, unable to 
control the law of physics 
that dictates a body inmotion 
will remain in motion 
indefinitely, in space (and 
an ice rink is very close to 
weightless space), it lost 
more and more of its 
acuteness as the distance 
between us grew. 


Nonetheless, not one to be 


put off easily, I decided to 
perfect my blooming art, 
leaving out the romance.

Several years later in 
Montreal, some friends 
suggested we spend a day in 
Ottawa skating the Rideau 
Canal. You need to know at 
this point that the Rideau 


canal is just that, a canal, 
partly drained during the 
winter allowing ice to form 
for the enjoyment of all (or 
almost all). It also extends 
several miles without a 
banister; a very important 
consideration in my case. 
But my “friends” assured 
me they would not abandon 
me, so I felt confident. 
Everybody knows theory 
and practice are worlds 
apart. By the time I finished 
lacing my borrowed skates, 
those “friends” were 
nowhere in sight. What was 
I to do? I was not going to 
spend a day sitting on some 
steps with my skates on, or 
wait by the car. I bravely 
gave it another try. I quickly 


developed a way to stop. 
Although not 100% efficient, 
the method is good enough 
for me: when needed, I just 
sit down for the momentum 
to cease - | am going to end 
up there any way so I might 
as well do it voluntarily. As 
for turning, I just turn my 
feet and hope for the best. 20 
Skating? I have been told 
mine is very acrobatic but I 
know it has more to do with 
another challenging law of 
physics: balance. 


Overall I learned a valuable 
lesson: never go skatingona 
lake (I suppose you could 
say I am suffering from 
agoraphobia) and I don’t go 
skating with a date.

Guilty 
Verdict In 
Anti-Gay 
Murder 
Trial 


Michael Glenn Keep was found 
guilty of 2nd-Degree murder in 
the April 2000 death of his prison 
cellmate, Paul Chmiel. The 
Muskegon County jury deliber- 
ated for less than a day before 
announcing the verdict. Keep had 
been charged with open murder, 
leaving the determination of de- 
gree up to the jury. 


Keep faces a possibility if life in 
prison. Sentencing is scheduled for 
March 19, 2002. Chmiel was an 
inmate in the Brooks Correctional 
Facility, in Muskegon last April when 
Keep killed him in a brutal attack, 
using his bare hands tocrush Chmiel’s 
ribs and strangle him. According to 
testimony, Chmiel was known to be 


gay. 


The murderer admitted in a written 
confession that he hated gay men. 
Chmiel allegedly offered oral sex to 
his fellow roommate in exchange for 
acigarette. Although no sexual contact 
or assault was claimed to have 
occurred, the roommate still felt the 
need to slap him, crush several ribs 
and his neck, and press his neck into 
a bunk railing, eventually killing him. 


The Muskegon Chronicle quoted 
Detective Sgt. Gary Miles with the 
Michigan State Police, as saying, “It 
was a pretty vicious death. The motive 


is his dislike of homosexual males.” 
“This verdict demonstrates that the 
jury was not willing to write off the life 
of Paul Chmiel, simply because he 
was gay,” said Sean Kosofsky, 
Director of Policy for Triangle 
Foundation, a state-wide civil rights 
and anti-violence group for gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and transgender 
people. Kosofsky attended the trial. 
“They sent aclear message that Keep 
must bear heavy responsibility forthe 
cold-blooded killing. By the 
murderer’s own admission his hatred 
of gays led to an irrational and brutal 
murder,” Kosofsky said. 


“This case helps bring to lightthe risk 
and vulnerability of gay prisoners,” 
said Jeffrey Montgomery, Executive 
Director of the Triangle Foundation. 
“Within the correctional system gay 
people are horribly devalued,” he 
continued, “at least this jury 
understood the value of Paul’s life, 
even if too late to save it.”
